Nurses express alarm 
over government bill 


Concern that a proposed 
pouncil on nursing will take 
control of the profession’s 
education and discipline 
through the provincial gov- 
ernment’s Bill 115 has been 
expressed by the St, Albert 
Chapter of the Alberta Ass- 
ociation of Registered 
Nurses, 

An emergency meeting has 
been called for Aug, 26 by the 
St, Albert Chapter to study 
the proposed bill. 

‘We are terribly concer- 
ned that they will take over 
this control and possibly 
weaken our association and 
profession,’’ Mrs, Rachel 
Paton, president of the St, 
Albert Chapter, said Monday, 

Under Bill 119, the pro= 
vincial government intends 
to incorporate the Alberta 
Council on Nursing which 
‘twill have extensive regula- 
tory powers in relation to 
the educational require- 
ments, licensing and dis- 
ciplining of the major 
categories of nursing per- 
sonnel, namely registered

The Town of St, Albert 
didn’t have too much success 
with two resolutions it had 
adopted by the 62nd Annual 
Convention of the Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Asso- 
ciation in Lethbridge last 
fall, 

One resolution has been 
rejected by the provincial 
government and the other 
deferred for consideration 
by a special legislative com- 
mittee studying real pro- 
perty assessment and taxa- 
tion, 

The resolution deferred 
asked that the government 
institute a selective sales 
tax and/or a surcharge on 
the Federal Income tax in 
such amounts as may be 
necessary to remove theen- 
tire cost of education from 
the municipal tax levy, 

The government, in its 
reply to the AUMA, sald the 
special legislative commit- 
tee ‘‘will no doubt study the 
recommendations that the 
resolution suggests, Consid- 
eration, . . . .will await the 
report of the committee.’ 

The resolulion had sald 
that the cost of education 
‘fs accelerating annually at 
a rate greatly in excess of 
the growth of municipal 
assessments and is apparen- 
tly uncontrollable, to the ex- 
tent that property tax levies 
cannot be maintained in pro- 
portion with the provincial 
or national economy, 

‘And as aresult ofdrastic 
education cost increases, the 
property tax is regressive,’ 

It also claimed education 
is the prime responsibility 
of the provincial government,

It sald the delay caused 
in waiting for the department 
of education's requirements 
has an adverse affect on the 
interest earnings of the mun= 
{cipality, 


Mayor unhappy 


with response 


Mayor Ray Gibbon is un- 
happy with the treatment the 
provincial government acc- 
orded the two resolutions 
the town successfully pre- 
sented to the Alberta Urban 
Municipalities .Associat{!on 
last fall, 

The mayor, speaking on 
the resolution deferred that 
called for a sales tax so 
that education costs could 
be removed from the muni- 
cipal tax levy, said: 

“When a resolution such 
as this one passes at the 
AUMA with the obvious 
support it had, the govern- 
ment shouldn’t be waiting 
for committee reports, It 
should be looking into ine 
stituting the actual resolue 
tion, 

‘T am not happy with the 
answer, It is one that leaves 
everything unanswered, We 
are quite aware that the 
committee Is sitting, but I'm 
sure its terms of reference 
will not cover this,’’ 

The mayor said he was 
disturbed that the govern- 
ment has already put a five 
per cent surcharge on Ine 
come tax, yet there 1s no 
relief in sight from supp= 
lementary requisitions. 

“They ralsed $20,000,000 
and put a corresponding 
amount into the Foundation 
Program,” he sald, “‘It 
wasn’t enough,’’ 

The mayor suggested that 
with the five per cent sur- 
charge not doing the Job, the 
next step will be a sales tax, 
He said it would do thesame 
thing--nothing. 

Regarding the second 
resolution, which called for 
separate tax noticesfor 
municipal and school pur- 
poses with respect to each 
parcel of land, the mayor 
said council had an alterna- 
tive it would probably pre- 
sent in resolution form tothe 
AUMA this fall, 

It would call for a change 


in the tax year, moving the 
town back more tn line with 
the school boards, 

“The government said 
amendments approved in the 
legislature this year would 
speed things up,’’ he sald.
